International commission to trace the boundary between Belgium 
and Germany. By a vote of nine to seven it was decided to strike 
the words "and associated" from Article 35. This article pro- 
vides for a boundary commission of seven, five to be appointed 
by the principal Allied and associated powers. Eliminating the 
words "and associated" removes the United States from respon- 
sibility for this post war task. The United States not being a 
member of the Entente was an associate power. All the Demo- 
i&*ts on the committee voted against the proposal.

VOTING PRIVILEGES 


, The present session of legislature 
has made provision whereby any sol- 
dier, sailor or marine in service, or 
•who has served in the army or navy of i 
the United States and who. lias re-] 
turned to his? homo, shall bo entitled i 
to vote in his respective election tlis- j 
trict even though hf? has not been as- j 
sessed and has not paid the usual I 
taxes, or is not personaliy registered 
in the district in vJJch he resides, 
provided that such " election at which 
he offers to vote ahnU occur at such 
time as has preventsii him from "being 
assessed and from having paid his 
usual taxes and where the same is 
lieecssary from having been personal- 
ly registered after his return to his 
home as is required in the case of an 
elector by the constitution. 
, .The provision of this Act requires 
that ,he sliall produce to the election 
officer a receipt frpm the proper tax 
collector setting forth that such per- 
son has paid a county tax of ten 
cents (10c). The several tax collec- 
tors are 
authorized to receive such

VOTING PRIVILEGES 


, The present session of legislature 
has made provision whereby any sol- 
dier, sailor or marine in service, or 
•who has served in the army or navy of i 
the United States and who. lias re-] 
turned to his? homo, shall bo entitled i 
to vote in his respective election tlis- j 
trict even though hf? has not been as- j 
sessed and has not paid the usual I 
taxes, or is not personaliy registered 
in the district in vJJch he resides, 
provided that such " election at which 
he offers to vote ahnU occur at such 
time as has preventsii him from "being 
assessed and from having paid his 
usual taxes and where the same is 
lieecssary from having been personal- 
ly registered after his return to his 
home as is required in the case of an 
elector by the constitution. 
, .The provision of this Act requires 
that ,he sliall produce to the election 
officer a receipt frpm the proper tax 
collector setting forth that such per- 
son has paid a county tax of ten 
cents (10c). The several tax collec-

authorized to receive such
